DAUGHERTY AND I
THE MORSE CASE

SENATOR CARAWAY EXPOSING
THE ATTORNEY GENERAL'S
ACTION IN CONTRACTING

WITH THIS MAN.

$5,000 RETAINER FOR DAUGHERTY

What Chance Have The People To
Stop Or Prevent Frauds Against

Their Treasury.

Washington, D. C, May 29..When
Senator Caraway rose la his place la
the Senate on May 2 and charged that
Attorney General Daugherty received
a fee for helping C. W. Morso to mako
his getaway from the Atlanta Peni¬
tentiary during Taft's administration.
Senator "Jim" Watson, of Indiana,
made haste to defend Daugherty and
to dony the whole story. He did this
oa the word and authority or Daugh¬
erty, he said.
On May 20 Sonator Caraway had

printed la tho Congressional Record a
letter which Daugherty had written
Morse demanding a balance of $25,000
due on contract. The Washington
News oa that day printed a photo¬
graphic copy of tho letter bearing
Dougherty's signature, us woll as a
copy of the contract which Morse
made with Thomas B. Felder, of At¬
lanta, who 1>rougb.t Daugherty Into tho
case because of his cIobo relations
with the President of that time.Tart.
While tho contract Is made toy Felder,
it provided Tor a rotalnor of »5,000 for
Daugherty. and expenses, with an ad¬
ditional $25.000 in case or Morse's re¬
lease being obtained.
Senator Caraway, -who has done the

people tho service of exposing Daugh-
erty's action in contracting with this
man, who was a convicted felon, agree¬
ing to relievo him from his very proper
punishment through his Influence with
the President, stuted that the only
decent course left open to Dougherty
was to resign. Of course, tho man
who put this Job over on a President
Is not the sort who will resign, and
the .present Incumbent at tho White
House hasn't enough or tho Roosevolt
spirit to Are him, as he so richly de¬
serves. Of course, Morso did not 'pay
tho $25,000, but proceeded to organize
now companies which sought and ob¬
tained Qovornment contracts, and Is
again in the tolls for alleged frauds on
the Government.

In the Ladles' Homo Journal or
April, 1914, is round an article by Pres¬
ident Taft, la which he said: "Ono
never knows until he has been la the
Presidency the amouat of prosaure
that Is brought In one way and another
to stay prosecutions and to pardon
criminals. I had two cases beforo mo
la which It was represented that both
the convicts were near death. Ex¬
aminations were made by the Army
Medical Corps, watches were estab¬
lished and It was reported that both
were in the last stages of a fatal dis¬
ease. One or them died soon arter he
was released. Another or them is ap¬
parently in excellent health' and seek¬
ing to re-establish himself in the field
In which he committed a penitentiary
offense. This shakes ono's faith in ex*
pert examination."

Fielder then offered
Scaife employment to defend the
Bosch Company, and: went from that
meeting- to spend the night with
Daugherty at the Wardmau Park Inn.
The next day Scaife received a letter
from Felder retaining him as counsel
In the case! It is well to bear In mind
that the Attorney Genera!, whose duty
it Is to represent the people In prose¬
cuting the Bosch people, advised the
Bosch attorney to hire away from the
Governmont its chief witness against
the Bosch Company! The quostlon
naturally arises, what chance have the
people to stop or .prevent frauds
against their Treasury so long as a
weak President puts such men as
Daugjbcrty at the head of the Depart¬
ment of Justice, whose chief function
is to prosecutQ the looters of the pub¬
lic funds?

right to shoot him. 1 should have
killed him before 1 did." Thus Peggy
Mario Heal, a trained nurse of Spring¬
field, 111., who shot and killed a man
because ho would not marry her,
lays the foundation of the sentimen¬
tal defense which ahn undoubtedly
will offer if brought to trial for his
murder. It is n sentimental defense
which is being too much worked in
this country. It is an ciTort to jus¬
tify the taking of law into the. hands
of an individual even to the extent
of inflicting the death penalty. As
such it is un atteck upon all law und
upon society in general as well as
upon human life. Peggy Real is no
inexperienced, emotional school girl,
though if she were the fundamental
sight und wrong of the matter would
hardly be changed. She is an exper¬
ienced woman/ murricd, und the
mothor of a child of four years, with
ihe added sophistication of training
and practice in nursing. She went
into an illicit love ufliiir with her eyes
wide open. And when the man in the
case told her not only that ho could
not marry her because he was not
divorced, but that he was "a devil
with the women," she killed him.
"Her faith survived" his refusal to
marry her, but her prido could not
bear tho assertion that he had won
the love of fifty other women as ho
had won hers. Therefore she took
the law into her hands and murdered
him nnd now asserts she did right..
